DENVER, Colo., Nov. 16.—The strangler 
is still absolutely unknown. 

Those several hundred women living in 
the one-story houses that line the ten 
blocks of Market street, now known as 
“Strangier’s Row,“ are abandoned to an 
agony of terror. Every woman fears that 
she will be the next victim of the mys- 
terious strangler, so sure-fingered, so shad- 
owy and elusive. They huddle together in 
the street by day, looking from face to 


ace to see whether guilt does not lie in 


the features of one of their number, They 
lock themselves in their houses at night 
and will not permit the men to whom they 
cling to leave their sight. Yet even there 
terror pursues them. They fear the stran- 
gler may be one of the same men. 

And not only these wretched creatures, 
but also the whole city is waiting in a 
sort of horror of suspense for the news of 
fourth victim to the shrewd and stealthy 
Strangler. All day long crowds are pouring 
through this street, hitherto shunned. And 
at night the street is still filled, then with 
policemen both in uniform and in plain 
clothes. For the Chief of Police, smarting 
under the reproaches that have been 
_ heaped upon him because of the three un- 
solved crimes, has set his mind that the

But all the satisfaction 
they have got has been the conclusion that 
the crimes of the Strangler are kindred 
crimes. The conclusions as to the crimes 
themselves and the character of the crim- 
inal, with the reasons for each conclusion, 
may be summarized as follows: 


A THIRST FOR BLOOD. 
That the Strangler is a powerfully built 
man, because of the tremendous grip of his 
fingers in the throats of the women and the 


great strength he must have exercised in 


in keeping them, not under the influence of 
drug or liquor from making any sort of 
noise or outcry. That he has planned his 
crimes with such shrewdness and ability, 
because he has never left the slightest 
trace, choosing the best possible time, ‘the 
best possible place and the best possible 
method—strangulation—which leaves no 
bloody trace and the perfecting“ as it 
were, of the work with an instrument 
found at hand. 

“The criminal,” said a great detective, 
„brings no tools with him and leaves his 
tools on the scene of the crime.“ 

Further in this line he has been careful to 
keep the hands of his victims from clutch- 
out bits of his clothing, pieces of his flesh, 
or the hair of his head or beard. 

That he is not a moral maniac with a 
notion to crusade against fallen women 
which can be best carried on by murder, 
is evident, because he has not scrupled to 
rifle the effects of his victims for money. 
It might be urged that he made these at- 
tempts at robbery to conceal his real mo- 
tive, but this loses the most of its weight 
when it is remembered that the fact that 
ro y was not the motive could not fail 
to come out at the first study of the nature 
of his crimes. 

Vulgar robbers do not go about things in 
this way. And the shrewd planner of these 
orimes could not have failed to realize that 
this would immediately appear.

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| BREAD WAS CHEAPER WHEN FLOUR 


Was $6 A BARRBL. 


Ten Years Age He Sold Loaves Weighing 
® Pound and Six Ountes Each ter 5 
Comte—Says That With the Present 
Price ot Four Bakers Can Sell a Twe- 
Fend Leatt ter a Nickel. 


It is hard to get facts from the St. Louis 
bakers about the bread business. When 
asked why they do not reduce the price of 
bread, or, at least, give a bigger loaf for a 
nickel than they do now, they will present 
a string of figures to prove that their prof- 
its are no larger than they ought to be. But 
their figures do not 1 
* regard to the price of flour. 
the

found while the baker had osten 
$3.40.f0r some of his flour he received a re- 
bate of 10 per cent, which brought the act- 
ual cost down to $3.06 a barrel, and in addi- 
tion to this he received 20 cents each for the 
return of the empty barrels, thus still fur- 
ther reducing the cost of the flour to $2.86 a 


arrel. 

COST OF THE RAW MATERIAL. 

But $2.86 does not represent the price of 
the flour that is baked into bread. The 
dealer, in confidence, showed to the re- 
porter the account he keeps with the baker, 
and more than half of the flour that is 
bought by the baker costs him only $2.20 
barrel. This low-grade is mixed with th 
— costly flour in ual parts, which 

rings the cost of a barrel of flour that goes 
into a batch of bread down to $2.53. To each 
barrel of flour there is added 25 cents worth 
of yeast and salt. This makes the cost of 
the raw material $2.78. 

Out of each barrel of flour the baker gets 
290 pounds of bread. Add $1 a barrel for the 
cost of baking and all other expenses of 
running the bakery, and the cost of 290 
pounds of bread is $3.78, or 1.3 cents per 
pound loaf. Many of the bakers do not 
put even a pound into a 5-cent loaf. Con- 
sequently, the profits are enormous, or 
would be if the, baker sold his bread direct 
to the consume? and did not have to share 
his profits with a middleman, But only 
the small bakers, whose product is only 
from 5 to 1,500 loaves a day, sell direct to 
the consumer, and many of these, since 
the “Post-Dispatch’’ began an tation for 
cheaper bre have cut down the price to 
two one-pound loaves for 5 cents. The big 
wholesale bakers, who turn out from 20,000 
to 30,000 loaves a day, are the ones who must 
divide profits with the middlemen. They 
also have greatly ced the eof their 
bread, but only to the retailers who handle 
the product, the price to the consumer re- 
maining 5 cents a loaf, the same as when 
flour was selling for double the price that 
is now asked. 

When flour was $6 a barrel the wholesal- 
ers sold their bread to the grocers at the 
rate of twenty-five loaves for $1. This gave 
the retailer a prefit of 2% cents on every 
$1 worth of bread he sold. With the 
ing of flour a more active competi- 
tion set in between the ers and from 
twenty-five loaves for $1 many of them 
have increased the number to thirty-five 
loaves for $1. Some give fewer loaves, 
but allow the retailer a discount of from 10 
to 15 per cent. The result is that although 
the price of a loaf to a consumer has been 
kept up to 5 cents, the profits of the retail- 
ers have been doubled. Instead of getting 
1 cent profit on each leaf. of b 
sell, many are now recei a t of 
2 cents a loaf, and without incurring the 
slightest risk, for so sharp is the compéti- 
tion between the bakers that all unsold 
bread is taken back on the following bay 
ana whatever loss results is borne by the 

aker. 

FAULT OF THE BAKER. 

It will be seen from this statement of 
facts that the bakers themselves get but a 
very small part of the enormous profit 
that is being made in the bread-making 
trade since the decline in wheat brought 
the price of flour to less than half what it 
was a few years ago. But what most con- 
cerns the consumer is that they are de- 
riving no benefit from the low price at 
which flour is gelling, the cost of their 
bread to them béing the same when wheat 
is selling for 50 cents a bushel as when a 
bushel of wheat was worth $1. This is the 
fault of the baker. 

Fearing that flour would soon go back to 
the high price of two years ago, they were 
afraid to increase the sige of their loaves 
or deviate from the old — 1 — standard 
of 5 cents a loaf. But they knew it would 
be im ible for them to keep all the profits 
for themselves, as the grocers were alive 
to the reduction in the cost of breadstuffs 
and insisted on sharing the profits with the 
bakers. Then the ers got to running 

ther, and the condition now is that 

ers are practically getting most of 

the benefit, while the consumers, the ones 

who are most entitled to share in the re- 
duced cost of bread, get none at all. 

The avarice of the retailers and constantly 
increasing competition among the bakers 
has driven some of the bakers to the dis- 
honest expedient of reducing the size of 
their loayes, as was shown in a recent ex- 

osure, when_a “Post-Dispatch’’ reporter 
ought twelve different loaves from twelve 
different bakers, and on carefully weigh- 
ing them found that they varied all the way 
from eleven ounces to . twenty-two 
ounces.

The olty can well afford to yield the 
slight concessions in street rights sought 
by the Liggett & Meyer Tobacco Co. in 
order to enable it to erect its proposed 
manufacturing plant in the neighborhood 
of Tower Grove Park. 

The new plant will utilize a piece of 
property 2,400 feet in length by 250 feet in 
width, It will involve the erection af 
fourteen large buildings at a cost of not 
lesa than 51. 000, 000 by St. Louis workmen 
with St. Louis materials, The operation 
of the plant will require the addition of a 
foree of not less than 500 to the already 
large force employed by the firm. 

But the most notable and important 
feature of this enterprise is the spirit which 
prompted the location of the plant in St. 
Louis. Although urged and cffered a 
bonus to go to Chicago or Cincinnati, the 
members of the firm prefer to remain in St. 
Louis without 4 bonus and subject to city 
taxation. As President Wetmore ex- 
presses it, they are St. Louisans, their 
interests have grown’ up and prospered 
here, and they want to stay here. 

This is the right spirit. Is breathes the 
right kind of local pride and patriotism. 
It is in sharp and pleasing contrast with 
the spirit which sometimes induces a pro- 
prietor, after he has ‘prospered and built 
up & great business in a city, to move just 
across the State line or the city limits for 
a bonus or to escape city taxes.

The convention was called to order a few 
minutes before 10 o' clock. Miss Willard 
rapped sharply seven times on the table in 
front of her. Instantly the big assembly 
came to order. 

“Seven raps for love, hope and ti- 
tude,” said Miss Williard. Lou will no- 
tice that we are a little behind time, but if 
you will get your seats as quickly as pos- 
sible, we will begin our opening exercises. 
1 Will ask Mother Thompson, Aunty Stew- 
art and Mrs. Monroe to read the crusade 
psalm responsively with vou.“ 

The three ladies named rose and stood 
with Miss Willard while the psaim was 
read, a verse by the audience and a verse 
by those on the platform. It was an im- 
pressive moment. Then followed the ori- 
Zinal of the crusade hymn, Rock of Ages, 
by the entire convention, led by Mrs. Alice 
Harris of Boston; National Superintendent 
of Music, and the grand notes of the organ 

aled above the voices of the audience. 
Where were probably 500 delegates present 
and the hall was well filled with spectators 
with the exception of the upper gallery. 

Rev. Frances Townsly of Nebraska next 
led the convention in a fervent prayer. She 
offered thanks for the twenty-first birthday 
of the W. C. T. U. movement, since guid- 
ed and guarded by love strong as father- 
hood, true as brotherhood and tender and 
loving as motherhood. She referred touch- 
ugly to the death of Mrs. Mary A. Wood- 
bridge, who died a month ago, to Miss Wil- 
lard, the National President, and to Lady 
Somerset, whose absence from the con- 
vention is 80 greatly deplored. ‘ 

At the conclusion of the prayer Miss Wil- 
lard spoke feelingly of the late Mar 

’ Woodbridge, after which Mrs. L. M. N. 
Stevens of Maine called the roll of officers, 
superintendents and delegates. 

ollowing this came the 4 and ad- 
option of the minutes of the Executive 
ommittee for two sessions. The appoint- 
ment of a vice-president-at-large was under 
consideration during the larger part of the 
morning session. fter three ineffectual 
votes upon the subject the matter was fin- 
aly laid over until to-morrow morning. 
he Treasurer, Mrs. Baehrs of South Da- 
kota, was appointed Chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

After the singing of the hymn entitled, 
Welcome, Chieftain, Welcome,’’ Miss Wil- 
lard stepped to the front of the platform 
and the first applause of the convention 
Was given. Miss Willard thanked the con- 
vention for the applause and then began 
the delivery of her anual address, a resume 
of which is as follows: 

MISS WILLARD’S ADDRESS. 

The child of the crusade has lived out its 
eager youth, and stands on the threshold 
of mature womanhood. On Dec. 23, 1873, 
the first praying band of Ohio bridged with 
faithful feet the distance between church 
and dramshop. Asif by.magic, similar pro- 
cessions began to move throughout the 
West, until, in the fifty days of their unex- 
ampled faith and works, the liquor traffic 
was banished from 250 towns and villages. 
We date our origin from that red-letier 
day, set like another Christmas in the drear 
: mber to show that dawn is sure to fol- 
low darkness. In the bright summer fol- 
lowing (August,i874)\ at beautiful Chau- 
taugua, that summer camp which is the 
paradise of women, a committee of the cru- 
saders decreed that this movement should’ 
be systematized, and put forth to their com- 
rades everywhere a call to come to Cleve- 
land in November and form a national so- 
ciety. To that convention we rallied from 
mountain and prairie, seaside and river, 
cottage and hall; but the cottages were 
chief, for in every great on-moving of hu- 
manity it is not the sediment of the wave 
nor yet its foaming white-cap that carries 
N but it is the solid, resistless wave 
itself, and where the wave goes the white- 
caps follow. 

In commemoration of the 
beginning that has Rad an efferescence ex- 
tending fast and far, we are here with men 
and women like-minded with us to cast a 
momentary glance over the shoulder at the 
long and weary march, but chiefly to look 
forward with steady and undaunted ane 
at the mountains yet to be climbed before 
we can hope to plant our white banner on 
the heights of victory. Since we were in 
Cleveland twenty years ago, the half-dozen 
State unions then organized have grown to 
fifty, and the single national union to over 
forty-nine nations and provinces.

New Alive ane Well. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—The posibility 
that ‘he experiments upon the person of ua 
criminal condemned to death in the electric 
chair may prove successful has; started 
New York physicians and eilecriclans to 
discussing the matter. 

A man is living at Pittsfield, Mass., after 
baving received through his body an elce- 
tric current of 4,600 volts and remaining to 
all appearances dead from the shock for 
seven minutes. He is not only alive, but 


well, and owes his life and health to the 
suggestion of Dr. D’Arsonnval or Paris, 
who a few months ago said that persons 
shocked by a powerful current should be 
treated us one drowned is treated. 

The American who reaped the benefit of 
the Frenchman's idea and who is, so far | 
as heard from, the first person outside of 
Paris to be treated in the manner sug- 
gested by Dr. D’Arsonnval is Nr. 
James F. Cutter, of the Stanley 
Electric Manufacturing Co. of Spring- 
field, Mass. On Oct. 2 Mr. Cutter, 
while at work, took hold of two terminals 
carrying 4,609 volts and was immediately 
prostrated. Mr. Cutter thus describes his 
sensations: 

“I was examining a transformer, which 
carried a current of 4,000 volts, and in mov- 
ing about the wires got in my way and 1 
took hold of them and received a shock 
through my entire body. For a brief m- 
stant there was a sensation as if I were be- 
ing drawn downward by the arms. Then 
everything became blank. 

“In this condition I remained for seven 
minutes, the attendants told me. During 
this period efforts were made to restore 
respiration, after the manner recommend- 
ed by Dr. D’Arsonnyal, that is, by work- 
ing the arms and diaphragm to the time 
of natural breathing. For seven minutes 
there was no sign of pulse beating and 
there was every sign of death. 

„Then slowly I began to regain 
sciousness and to repeat incoherent 
marks about the accident. When 1 
opened my eyes all I could see was a huge | 
black spot, which soon_began to diminish | 
and soon disappeared. Half an hour after- | 
wards I could recall every incident he- 
fore and after the seven-minute interval, 
which was a total and painless blank. The 
accident occurred about 10 o’clock in the 
morning. For the balance of the day ! 
kept quiet, but on the following day | 
was around as usual. I have experienced 
no ill effects other than the scars from the 
burns, one of which went to the bone.”

Another meeting will be shortly held at 
the same place, and the system of govern- 
ment and regulation of the colony will be 
presented for adoption. Shares in the col- 
ony will be sold on the payment of a cer- | 
tain amount of cash to be agreed upon, or 
to be paid for by the labor of the colon- 
ists, who are unable to contribute money. |

There 
has been no mention of Cambridge in con- 
nection with this contest, but mo one can 
tell which erw will win our university boat 
race next year, and consequently Mr. Cook, 
if he comes, must also deal with Cam- 
bridge.“ 

‘You have seen that Cornell intends to 
send a crew to Henley next vear. Has 
there been any proposition from Cornell 
for a match with Oxford?“ 

No,“ responded Mr. Pitman, last year 
the Dean of the faculty of Cornell was at 
Henley and some communications passed 
with the object of-settling a match, but we 
could not consent to meet Cornell unless 
Cornell met and beat the winner of the 
Yale-Harvard match. But I believe there 
are difficulties in the way of such a meet- 
ing 9n your side. If Cornell comes to Hen- 
ley it will be on the same terms as any 
other organized boat club.“ 

“Oxford presumably would only 
an eight against Yale?” 

“Of course,“ said Mr. Pit man, that is the 
intention of Yale, I assume. We should 
pit ‘our inter-university racing crew 
against theirs—that is, provided we win 
the university boat race next year.”’

‘The one thing that S. Louis retail mer- 
chants now need to make their trade right 
up to the mark is afternoon trains out in 
all directions,so that those who come to St. 
Louis to trade can get home by 7 or 8 
o'clock, and where they live only fifty or 
sixty miles out, at an even earlier hour. 
The majority of 8 are through shop- 

ing by 3:30 o’cloc They then want to go 
Rome. They do not want to remain in 
town until 6:30, and from that to 8:30 be- 
fore they can leave. As it is now they do 
not get home until 10 or 12 o'clock, and 
then they are tired out and vow they will 
not go to St. Louis to shop again. And 
they don’t, except when it is abeblutely 
necessary. 

“Now, if they could get in town at 8:00 
o clock in the morning, spend the business 
part of the day about the stores and leave 
go as to get home for supper, a trip to St. 
Louis would be a pleasure. People would 
come every time they got a chance. Rail- 
road fares are cheap, and such a service 
would help. Give us the afternoon trains 
out about 4 o’clock, in every direction. Chi- 
cago has them, Boston, Philadel hia and 
New York have them and so should St. 
Louis.“ 

DRY GOODS MEN WANT THEM. 

The managers of the big dry goods stores 
all declare for early afternoon service. 
Manager Franklin of Barr’s says he has 
been working for it for years, and in it 
he Been ably seconded by 1 
Vandervoort & Barney, the Messrs. u- 
ent and the other large houses. The cry 
rom the railr has always been that 
such service wouldn't pay, and so they 
have refused to put on the trains out to 
some of the near-by towns, and the crowds 
upon them each night speak for them- 
selves. 

There is no doubt about their paying 
from the start. 

For years it was contended that a noon 
train for the East out of St. Louis would 
not pay. Finally the Vandalia decided to 
ut one on, and here's what Agent W. F. 
— has to say about it: 

PAYS BIG. 

“The Knickerbocker Special has paid 
from the first day it was put on. We sell 
more tickets to St. Louis people for it than 
for the other trains put together. Every 
berth in the sleepers is taken every day. 
In fact, we are already —, lating put- 
ting on one more sleeper, as * the past 
week we have had demands for berths 
every day that we could not supply. The 
time is passed when St. 28 = e classed 
as a way station and the trains run ex- 
clusively for through travel. But that's 
just whet is being done. We get people in 
at 8 a. m. and send them out at 8:80 a. m., 
and the same in the evening, both ways. 
It is not right. St. Louis is a terminal. 
Let us start the trains out of here, or some 
of them at least, so as to accommodate a 
part of 600,000 people who live in St. Louis, 
and not to get some dweller Kansas 
into Buffalo without a step, or some man 
from Maine down to Texas without a 
chance to spend a cent on the way. 

Then, again, people like to lay over a 
few hours. They don’t like to lay from 8 
a. m. to 8 p. m., but if they can ater in St. 
Le from 8 a. m. to 12 m. they'll do it 
every time. I am satisfied that trains 
started out of St. Louis any time after 1 
p. m. r m. will find 
plenty of people to carry he Big Four is 
more than pleased with the success of the 
noon train. East and the manner in which 
it is patronized shows that the people ap- 
preciate it.“ 

It is but fair to assume that what is 
true of a noon train will be true of a 4 
p. m. train. Let any man put himself in 
the position of a country shopper and say 
whether he would rather leave St. Louis 
at 4 p. m. and get home at from 6:30 to 
7:30 p. m., or to sit around 4 hotel or rail- 
way station from about 6 to 7 p. m. and get 
home at from 10 to 12 o’clock. Not a man 
who reads this but will give his vote for 
the early train.

MAY BE A LYNCHING 


Four Women Assaulted by a Negro 
Man at Atchison. 


ATCUHITIBON, Kan., Nov. 16.—Intense ex- 
citement, which may end in a lynching, 
has been caused here by the brutal acts 
of an unknown negro, this morning. Be- 
tween 4:30 and 6:30 o’clock he entered the 
homes of four 8 respectable white 
ladies living within four blocks of each 
other and assaulted them 
The negro was evidently acquainted with 
the habits of the male folks, as at each 
place they were absent at the time, The
